And as the de- 
mandis not very obſcure, ſo I hope the anſwere is 
nor hard ; letit bee my partto explaine rhe former, 
yours to determine tae latter. 


This is the one and thirtieth Sermon which our : 


Propher hath made againſtthe Shepheards of Iſrael, 
who haue bene the chiefe cauſe why the people have 
led their liues ſo laſciuiouſly, and therefore are now 
worthily brought to this miſerie: for if they had not 
bene defeQtiuein their office, theſe had not bene fo 
corrupt; The caſe being ſo , Thar ſuch as the prince 
is, ſuch is the people ; like ſhepheard, like flocke z like 
maſter, like man.” 

As touching the time when it was vttered, it is 
not here expreſſed : ſome ſay it was before the de- 
ſtruction ot the citty , when men were oppreſſed 
through the tyrannie oftheir rulers , and deluded by 
the lies of falſe Prophets. Saint Hyrerom tels vs, that 


thoſe Sermons following which haue no-note of 


time, were had berwixt the twelfth yeere, and the 
twentie five of Jechovias captiuitic : but whe- 
ther it was before or after , it was eſpecially direfted 
againſt the magiſtrates, a{well Eccleſiaſticall, as Po- 
liticke, and inſomeſortalſo may ſeeme to concerne 
the people themiclues. 

Theparts are fine,firſt an accuſation, wherin God 
doth taxe the Shepheards of 1irael for negleing the 
flocke committed to them,to feedethemſeclues:from 
the beginning of the firſt verſe, vnto the end of the 
ſxr. 

Secondly a commination , wherein he threatens 
| them

them with the extremity of his iuſtice : as they haue 
ſowen'ſo ſhall they reape, and no otherwiſe ; for in- 
ſomuch as they haue contemned him , hee will ſer 
himſelfe againlt them: becaule they haue beene care- 
leſfe in keeping his flocke, he will hauea careto call 
them to an account; for that they haue not waited 
on their office, he will depriue them of their office, 
and becauſe they haue onely ſtudied to feede them- 
ſelues, they ſhall feed themſelues no more: from the 
ſcuenth verleto the end ofthe tenth. 

Thirdly,a conſolation wherein God doth comfort 
his Flocke, with promiſe, to gather them toge- 
ther, to deliuer them from theſe cuill ſhepheards, to 
feed them ina goodpalture,to inſtru them,defend, 
and care for them: from the 11. verſe to the 17. 

+ Fourthly a reprehenſion, wherein he reprooues 
the riotouſneſſe of ſome ſheepe amongſt his flocke, 
their couctouſneſie and crucltie: from the 17. to the 
” And fiftly, and laſtly, a comfortable promiſe, of 
one, and he a faithfull Shepheard, cuen ChriſtIeſus, 
of whoſe kingdome he continues his Prophefie vnto 
the end of the chapter. | | 

' In the whole you may obſerue, firſt, the difference 
betwixt the good Shepheard, and the bad; whar re- 
wards are due to the one, what puniſhments to the 
other, | 
And ſecondly, what the office of apainetallPrea- 
cher is , namely to checkethe bad, and to cheriih'the 
good; to giue coraſines to the 0:1e,comforrariues ro 
the ocher. This portion whichI haue read vnto you, 
is a parr of the firſt oftheſe five parts , and incecde A

conferring and comparing of the duety of theſe 
Shepheards with their workes,quite contrary in the 
foure verſes following , propounded by an interco- 

ation,to 11ote their impudence , who did peruerte 
and turne vp-{ide-downe the order of Nature: for 
Shepheards ſhould feede the flockes , not the flockes 
the Shepheards; whereas they fed on the flockes, 
eating thefatte, and cloathing themſclues with the 
woolle,vnworthy to beare the name, that were ſo 
farre fromthe nature.

The Warriour how to confirme his mind againſt all 
dangers: ThePrince. how to gouerne his people 
with equality, Nec aliqna in mundo poteſt eſſe fortuna, 
quam literarum non augeat g'orioſa otitis. Nor can 
there bc any condition in the world, which the no- 
ble knowledge of learning doth not make morc ho- 
nourable. Wherefore Socrates the wiſeſt Philoſo- 
pher that cuer was, being demaunded what creature 
was moſt excellent,made an{were, Homo doctrina or- 
natus: A man beautified with learning. It this beſo 
neceſſaric and commendable in cuery calling , how 
much more in the Miniſter and Meſlenger of God, 
who is the eye of the world,and as it were a Sunne in 
the Firmament of the Church,to diſperſe the clouds 
of ignorance,and giue light vnto ſuch as ſit in darke- 
neſfle. And what maruel| if wee cali ſuch Sunnes, 
when our Sauiour himſelfe ſaid vnto ſuch , Yoseſtis 
Iux mundi,you arethelight of the world, Matth.y .14 
For as God inthe beginning ofthe world did fer the 
Sunne and other lights in the heauens,to ſhine vpon 
the earth; ſo in the firmament of the Church hee 
hath placed Biſhops as Sunnes ( who onely proper- 
ly may be ſaidto be Sunnes,becauſe while others are 
but g:exZvre5- SECTS, I.Pet. 5. 2. they are iniononivreg. 
Ouerſeers }and other teachers,as the reſt ofthe lights 
and ſtarres,to enlighten the mindes of men, andto 
impart to orhers,what they hauereceiued from God 
themſclues. 

| If therefore it belongto a Shepheard to teach his 
. _ flocke,,how can he pertorme this,if he hath nor lear- 
ning? The Sunne cannot giue light if itbe _— 
no morecana Paſtour pertorme his duetie , who is - 
drowned :

Wharis there in the whole office of a Shephcard 
thatſtands not in greatneed- ofthe light oflearning? 
for to iudge ofthe grounds of faith, to take away 
contentions inthe Church, to decide Controuer- 
ſics, toinftruct the people, to diſcerne the Leaper 
from him har is cleanc ; learning is ſo neceſſary, that 
without it,he can no more determine any thing,then 
bee that is blindecan iudge of colours. Wherefore 
the Lord purpolingto beſtowe a benefite vpon his 
people, promiſerh them Paſtors according to his 
owne heart,who ſhould feed them with knowledge, 
and vnderſtanding, ler. 2.15.VWhich benefite will ap- 
pearethe greater,it we compareit withthe contrary, 
for that mult needs be a great good, the defect wher- 
ofis ſo great an euill. And what ancuillthatis, rhe 
Propher 1/ay4h will tell vs, who reckoning vp the mi- 
ſcries cfthe people,makes this one,that God would 
take from them the [udge, and the Propher,the pru- 
cent,and the aged,the Counfellor,and the cloquene 
man.I{a.3.2. VWhenthe Apoſtle Peter was ready to 
lay downe his Tabernacle, be did appoint, that Cle 
mnt anholy man,and very learned,ſhould be his ſuc- 
cdllor,and gaue commandement that the ſame Cle- 
ment ſhould ſignifie ſo much in his letrers to luwes 
the brother ot our Lord, then Biſhop at 1ersſa/em. 
And teare not({aith he)icaft hee be much ſorrowtull

Hither- 
to arethe words of Peter, as Clement hiniſelfe relateth 
them in his Epiſtle to [ames at Ieruſalem, how true, I 
cannortxell, yctprofitable I amſure for our .inſtruci- 
on, Since it appeares hereby , how neceſlarica thi 
Learning is in the place of a Paſtor. I will there- 
forepaſlefrom this to the next, with that good ſay- 
ing ofa godly man, Riatcalcſa res eft, vel potius pericu= 
loſa, ſpeculater cecas, Dottor inſcivs , precurſer clandas, 
Prelatus nteligens, & preco mutus. A. blind Scer, a 
lame forerunner, anegligent Prelate, anda dumbe 
crier, is a thing ridiculous or rather dangerous. 

As hemuſt belcarned, ſo muſt he belouing, The 
firſt makes him able, the ſecond willing : Thowgh hee 
ſpeake with tongues of men, and Angels, yet if he hath not 
loue , hee is as ſounding braſſe , or. a tinkling Cymbal,

men likewiſe ; which when the Grecians, as many of 
them as werepreſentand did obſerue, did with great 
applauſc approuc of; The old man cries out, Hes 
#1:{co 3435 | Onenes greci norint quid fit honeſlum , fed 
eo ſoli viuntur Lacedemonii All the Grecians doc 
know what is honeſt, but the Lacedemortiins one- 
ly praQtiſcit. I would not our Shepheards proued 

Crecians, and the flockes Lacederonians, and

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then that follow,which the Lord ſpoke by his Pro- 
phet, T hey that ſhould miniſter rhe law, knew me not,and 
the Paſtors alſo offended 4guinf me.lcre.2.8. 

Gods miniſters are calledtheſalt of the earth ; and 
ifthe ſalt be vnſauorie, wherewith then can it ſeaſon war..rz. 
other things. ,2u; ſibi nequam, Cuibonus! hee that 
cannot rule himſelfe, is not fit to rule others. They 
are called lux mnai,the light ofthe world,for the ex- 
ample of their vertues, It therefore that light be pur 
vnder a buſhel}, how canitenlighten others? It was 
a good ſaying,that of Sexecaes, Eurs elige tibidotForem, 
quem magis admireris,cam videris, quam cam audieris : epift.24. 
make choice of ſuch a teacher, as thou maiſt admire  * 
more hauing ſeene him , then when thou heardſt 
him. Whole life is more commendable then his 
learning. And therefore Pau! commaunds Tites,that 
abouc all things, he ſhouldſhow himſelfe an exam- 
ple of good workes, Titus 2.7.For,plus movent exempla 
quam verba, Examples do moue morethen Precepts, Gregoric. 
and 2 good lite then a goodlefſon. Et facilins homi- 
nes ad bent faciendum exemplis, quam verbis inuitantur : 
and men are incited ſooner by works then by words, 
and by lines then by lawes to doe well.

Bur as the godly life of good Shepheards is power- 
full ro perſwade the people vnto good, So the lewd 
life of bad Shepheards is ofas much, or farre greater 
force,to dravy them vato euil:{ince ſuchis our nature, 
that we learne nothing ſoonerthen filthines,8 forget 
| nothing more hardly, And therefore faith Saint 
Greg.apaſ. Gregorte, There is no man more daungerous in the 
Church, then heethar lines wickedly and carries a 
name, or degree of ſanctitic: whereupon faith Saint 
Auſten, Onms qui male vinit in conſpectu corum,quibus 
prepoſitus eſe, quintumin ipſo eſt, cccrdit, He that liues 
badly in the ſight of thoſe ouer whom he is placed,as

Two 
things there are of ſpeciall moment to perſuade here- 
unto, The firſt whereof is theprice, theſecond. the 
perill. If wereſpe& the firſt, experiencetels vs, that 
we muſt regard what we hold deereft, weloue moſt, 
and what is moſt worths And what I Pray you, is 
more precious then the ſafetic offoules, for which 
the onely begotten ſonne of God did not ſticke to 
ſhed his blood, to lay downe his life, to humble him- 
ſclte to an opprobrious death? 

If the ſecond, what is ſubie& to more apparant 


dangers, fince our life is a warfare (as /ob cals it)vpon Pericutwn. 


earth. In which wee haue to deale with three cruell 
and bloody encmics, The world, the fleſh, and the 
diucll. The firſt vaine and curious, the ſecond, fraile 
andrebellious, the third euill and malitious. Sainr 
Anſ{me compares our lite vnto a ſea, and ſuch an one, 
Vii & ventus et & procelle non deſunt tentationum. 
Vherein there are both windes of aduerſitic, and 
ſtormes of remprations. And Saint Chryſo/tome to 
the Agean ſea, wherethere are vent/, anguſtie, Cha- 
ribdis, ſtazna, ſyrtes, winds,waues, rocks, {ands, very 
hard to befayled. In the Marſilianſea, (faith Saint 
Bernard) ex dccem nautbus, vix vn aliqua periclitatur, 
of renſhips ſcarce any one is endangered, but in the 
ica of this world,often ſoules, ſcarce any one is ſa- 
ued. To befſhort (tor I would not likewiſe trouble 
you with tediouſnefle) amoneſt all the dangers of 
this world, tell meot any, either more imminent, or

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things that are had in price , what is more precious ?

worth of one ſoule? The leaſt oftheſe then mightbe 
a ſufficient moriue to ſtirre vp each Shepheard to re- 
{pe this obie&,werethere nothing elle,but there is 
ſomerhingyetfurther, as namely the accompt which 
they aretoyeeld, forall muſt come to an accompr, 
and euery one ſhall receiue his wages , according to 
his labours. To him that hath bene faithfull, God 
ſhall giuean iacorruptible crowne of glory , 1.Pet. 
5.4- But to himthat deſtroyeth, and ſcattereth the 
flocke,wo ſhall be vnto him (faith the Lord) ey. 23.7. 
Shepheards muſt feed the flocks thennot feed on the ſiccks, 

Now from hence may ſome couetous accurſcd cai- 
tiflc,ſpiderlike,ſuck poyſon,and gather this concluſt- 
on. Since Shepheards muſt feed the flocks, the flocks 
muſt not feed the Shepheards; the Shephearc's muſt 
not at all feed on the flockes. 

There are too many, I know,that lay hold on ſuch 
latchets : But this is not our Prophets meaning, who 
albeit he condemne thoſe, that make that their grea- 
reſt care,yctis he not ſo careleſle ofthemas alrogther 
to reſtrainethem.For who planteth a vineyard,& ea- 
teth not the fruit therofs or who eedeth aflocke,and 
eateth not the milke of the flock? Ifweſow vnto you 
ſpirituall things, (ſaiththe Apoſtle) is it a great thing 
if wereap your carnall things,1.Csr.9.11.Be notyou 
then deceiued (beloued) for God is not mocked. As 
you ſow fo ſhall you reape; you arecalled aflock,and 
copared vnto ſheepe;then which,no creature is more 


ſunple, 
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ſimple, whence came the Prouerbe -po#470v bes, after 
the maner of ſheepe. And as this ought to teach you 
wit innocevitato be like vato Sheep,ſine fraude,dolog; 
withour guile, or deceit: patience to beare , mecke- 
ncile to forbeare ſo likewiſe it preacher to you hu- 
mility,to acknoledge your weaknefle,and ignorance, 
and conſequently obedience to your Paſtors ; with a 
will to giue what the Apoſtle commaunds : namely 
double honour to thoſe thatrule well , eſpecially to 
{uch as labour in the word,and doctrine. 1.7Tim.5.17. 
Andrthus much likewiſe ofthe 0bze&7 of the duety. 
Theſe three thus curiouſly handled (for the matter 
better behits the Preſle then the Pulpit) I haue almoſt 
tulfild my promiſe, and vndergone my taske. 2u:d 
reliquun oft , veſtrum eſt. It remaines now for you 
that are Shepheards, to reſoluc the queſtion. And I

Three things there were(you heard)which did inable ON, -- 


a Shepheard in his office z Learning, Lone, and Pru- 
dence. The want of theſe, or offome two, or one of 
theſe, is the mother of this monſter. 

The firſt was Zearminz, And the want of this,is very 


pron ainongſt vs; our Shepheards moſt of them pe/ſec.defr. - 


cing like vnto thoſe, whom the Prophet Eſay de-: 
{cribes in his 56, Chaprer, zo. verſe, They are blind, 
D 3 they 
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they have no knowledge, they cannot vnderſtand, 
they are dumbe dogs, they cannot barke, they lie and 
ſleepe,and delight infleeping. Ifeuer Countrie was 
accuſed in this kind, it is this of ours,being placed in 
the midſt ofa famous Iland, as the obic& ot diſgrace, 
for bothends to point at, or rather thercfuſe oftwo 
Realmes,as if both diſdained ir, aſhamed to challenge 
ir. How many blindſcers may be ſcene here, foo- 
liſh teachers, lame forerunners, negligent Paſtors, 
and dumbecryers: Shepheards indeed, bur fitter to 
keepe ſheepe, then to care for ſoules. Bubulcos now 
paſt ores, Neatheards, not feeding Shepheards ; As it 
thoſe ouer whom they are placed, were beaſts, and 
not men, irrationall animals, not reaſonable crea- 
tures. If you aske me then, how chance the flockes 
are no better looked vnto? I anfwere, becauſethe 
Seers are blind: If you demaundfurther, why blinde 
men are made ſcers; I muſt reply with Saint Bernard. 
The fault is in the overſees, Dant Eprſcopi ſanitum 
Canibus, er Margaritas porcis, Biſhops giue that 
which is holy, (as orders,and Church liuings) vnto 
dogs.and pearles vnto ſwine, Et z{l; connerſi,conculcant 
eas | It wont to bea great queſtion , betwixt the Di- 
uines, and Lawyers, ita place were void, anc! two in 
eletion, and both worthy , whither it was lawtull 
that the ele&tion might be made of the lefſe worthie 
or not? This was -s in deciding; The Lawyers 
held that it.was lawful : the Diuines, eſpecially fuch 
as imbraced the doctrine of Aquinas, that it was not: 
Till at length the Counſell of Trent did determine it, 
decreeing,thatthey did finne mortally, 2u1 di9niores, 
 Eccleſie magis wiites paftores , preficere non Curane- 
rinat : 
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rint:: who did not prouide that the more worthy and 
profitable Paſtors, ſhould be put in authoritie. 

But it were to bee wiſhedin theſe times of ours, 
that election were made onely of worthy men , for 
there needs no cointention,ſince the places are many, 
aadthe number of thole not great, yet ſufficient : Bur 
this is more co be wiſhed for, then hoped tor, {inceir 
may be our plaint now, that he complained of in his 
time. 2ujd vſitatius nunc eſt , quam his conferre Ec 
cleſae bemeficia, qui non quia virtute pollent literiſq;, ſant 
egregit inſl1tu'ti, Sed quia din famalati ſunt, quia fideliter

Suchloue not Chriſt, for if they id, 
they would feede his Sheepe. Areſuch Shepheards? 
they are Wolues : Areſuch Hennes? they are Kites: 
doe fuch feede the Sheepe? they feed on the ſheepe: 
they eate the fat, they cloath them with the wooll, 
they kill thoſe that are fed, andthey feede not the 
Sheepe. The weakethey ſtrengthen not, the ticke 
they heale not, the broken they binde nor vp, =

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bring not againe what was driven away , they fecke 
not what is loſt,but with cruelty , and rigor doethey 
rule. Ezech. 34-4- 

And I would there were no ſuch falſe Prophets a- 
mongſtvs, who loue themſclues , and the world fo 
much, as they can impart no part of it to others. 
Lone ſecketh not her owne things-laith the Apoltle) 
I.Cor.13.5. And it was his pleaſure to pleaſe all 
men, in all things, not ſecking his owne profit, but 
the profit of others, that they might be ſaucd, 1. Coy, 
10.32. Butitis our plcafure to rake paines onely to 
pleaſurc our lelues, and to beeſo induſtrious in this 


| kind, as forgetting the dignitie whereunto weare cal- 
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led, (though vnworthy) to berake our {clues wholly 
to theplow, the ſpade, therake, andthe flaile, play 
the merchant,ſollicite cauſes,ſupply the places of ſte- 
wards, and ſuch like baſe offices, ſo common in our 
cold Countrie, that vnleſſe a man be thus egregjoul- 
ly qualified, hee can haueno place inthe affections 
of our frozen patrons. | 

Are ſuch Shrpheards? take away the Metaphor, 
& make them (as indeed they are) carnall ſhepheards, 
andI will bring no other burtthe very ſheepethem- 
{clues to ſpeake to them, yet in their owne tongue, 
leaſt they vnderſtand not S. Bernards language. Knd 
letthe ſpeech be thus. If you that are our Shepheards 
goc crooked,like vs who are your ſheepe, carrying 
your countenance downeward, ſtill looking to the 
carth; and to pamper the belly, cuer ſeeke for toode 
In quo diſiinguim.ur, wherein doe we differ > will you 
ſee how the filly beaſt, makes ſimple bezſis on them. 
Sivenerit lupus, Outs pramacbit, & occurret ? It the 
Wolic 
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Wolfe ſhall come,who ſhall foreſee him and r—_— 
him? Such ſheepe are inabadcaſe ; yetif they bee 
ſlaine,God hath vowed to require their blood at ſuch 
Shepheards hands, Zzech. 2.20. 

The third,Ynd laſt cauſe of this negle&t, is want of 


Prudence. This may come through too mnch know-,,, ,*; 


a priuate conceit of their owne worth, doe oft abuſe 
good things to the hurt of others. Thoſe that are (6 
wiſe are no company for honeſt Athenians. Though 
this want of Pradence be monſirum, yet it is m11rum : 
thoughit bea monſter in a miniſter, yeritis a mar- 
uailein many of ours, for the greateſt Clarkes (they 
ſay) are not alwayes the wiſeſt men.Our Clarkes may 
be wiſethen, forT am ſure, they are none ofthe grea- 
teſt. But why ſhouldI ſtandſecking theſe in eucry 
miniſter? Cum ex quouis tipite non fit mercurins, Since 
euery perſon will not make a Prieſt. The want of 
theſe three, you ſee then,is the reaſon, why the flocke 
doe want : ſome want learning , therefore they can- 
not Preach. Some want Lome, therefore they cannot 
Pray. Andfome want Prudence, and therefore they 
cannot Eaifie by their good example. 

Thus ſome would,and cannot ; ſome can;and will 
not;and many neithet can,nor would, nor doe. 

VV hat remaines now for me,butto draw to a con- 
cluſion. If firſt you(my honorable Lord)willgiueme 
= to leaue one vie withyou. Attenarto ribs, &f wini- 
werſo greci,in quo ſpiritus ſanitus te poſuit epiſcopum. 
Take heede to ear to all _s foe where 
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ledge, for Scientia irflat (faith the Apoſtle) know- . 
ledge puffeth vp , 1.Co7.8.1. And of this cuen the 
greateſt ſchollers many times doc labour, who _= 
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ofthe holy, Ghoſt hath madeyou ouerſeer. See then 
both to the Sheepe, and Shepheards z and thoſe euils 
which you could not {top in the beginning, yet ſtay 
them in their proceeding. See that Shepheards feed 
the flocks, and nor altogether fecde Bn the flockes, 
Bur there is an other thing which craues your honors 
' Care; take heed thatthe flocks feed not on the Shep- 
heards. This was a thing our Prophet neuer drea- 
med of. Such vnnarurall dealing neuer came with- 
in the compaſle of his conceit, and yet ſuch VWolues 
*here are within your fields in ſheepes clothing, who 
kill their Shepheards, wounding ſome in their good 
name; opprobriouſly; ſomein their bodies, dange- 
roully; ſome in their eſtate, iniuriouſly; renting borh 
the perſons,and their perſonages in peeces. Are ſuch 
ſheepe? they are better inthe Shamble:, then inthe 
ficld. Are thereſuch Shepheards, and in yourflock? 
Yes, They are ſicke, heale them : they are weake, 
ſtrengthen them : they are broken, bind them vp: 
that when you ſhall cometo giue P your accompr, 
you may beable to ſay, a5 the good Shepheard layd, 
T hoſe that thou gaueſt me, haue Ikept,and none of them is 
lb, Toh. 17.12. | 
You thar are Shepheards (beloued) feede your 
flockes which depend vpon you 3 caring for them, 
notby conſtraint, but willingl , notfor Frhic lucre, 
bur of a readiemind ; And when the chicte Sh 
heard ſhall appeare, ye ſhall receiue an incorru oeble 
crowne of glory, I, Pet. 5.4. 
You that areſheepe, loue your Shepheards, and 
giuc to them that rule well double honour , _ 
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ly to ſuch as labour inthe wordand dodtrine. And 
q as you ſow, ſo ſhall youreape. 

Now he that hath an office , let him looke to his office. 
I muſt conclude: Brethren, farewell,be perte&,be of 
good comfort, be of one mind, liue in peace, andthe 
God of loue and peace ſhall bewith you. Now the 
very Godofpeace fanftific you, throughout, and I 
pray God that your whole ſpirit,and foule,and body, 
may be kept blameleſſe vnto the comming of our 
LordIefus Chriſt. To whom with the Father, and 

the holy Ghoſt, threeperſons, and one euerliujn 
God, we aſcribe, As due,all honour, and 
glory,praiſe, power, dignitie, and 
dominion, now and for 
cuer. Amene
